an gcnout able molcome, and fo that dates moft ropally feaſted 
ther.; under large Canuaſſe Tents, wherein they lept as (@ 
carely, as they dad been in King Arthurs Coutt, 03 in arg 
Caſlle ot war. 

Alter this, Tom 1 T iacolne frleced ont a hanvdzed of bis re- 
ſolute Followers, ſach as he beit liked of , and t m with Sir 
Lancelot, andthe reſt tothe Euglith Court, whers King _

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not onely gane him a friendly entertainment, but alſo inſtallet 
ons of dis Knights of the Round-rable : and withall pas- 
d a ſolemne Turniament, that ſhould be holden in the be- 
nout of this new mate night: fo which Tarniament, aCem- 
bled from other , many Pzinces, Barons, and Knights 
of high honour, which fhemſclues moff nobly, and won 
great commendations cf enery beholder : but ſpecially the Ked- 
roſe Knight, who fo; that dax, d as chiefe Champion againft 
all commers. In that Tutniamemt, oz ficlt dayes deed of his 
Knighthod , where onely by his valour and poweſee bee ouer- 
the thzee Kings, and ty(rty other Knights, all famar;zed foz 
Chinalry; whereby he obtained ſuch grace in the Engliſh court, 
that be had by the King a pairt of golden @purres put bpon his 
fect, and generally of the whole aTembly, he was acconntcy ons 
of the bzaneſt Knights that then i(ned in the wald. 

But now marks, how frowning F oztuae ended their Wrt,- 
umphes with vriacky Hewes: fo; tye ſame dax befoze the 
Lnights had vabuckled their Armours , there arriuev a el 
ſenger, who certified King Arthur, how bis Ambaſtadour wag 
vnjuſtly done to death in the Poztiagale Coutt, (which was an 
Ac contrarp both to the Faith of Pzinces , and the Laty of 
Armes:) Foz whoſe death King Arthut grew ſo inraged , that 
bs mars by the Bonour of bis bzight Renowne, and by the gol. 
den pur of trae Knighthov , the Poztingales ſhould repent 
that inhumane vislence, with the death of many thouſand guilt, 
lege ſonles; and that babes vnbozne , ſhould haue juſt canſe to 
carſe the firſt contriger of that vataft murther : therefoze with 
all ſpeede hee muſited bp a mighty Army of Goulblers, any 
{becauſe hs was continually melcGed with heme· bꝛed Muti. 
nies, and treacherous rebeilious, the which himnſcife in perſon 
- of fozce mulk pacific ) appointed the Red-rote knight as chiefs 
Generall oner the Acme muſtered foz Paztingale. In which 
Seruſce, ha accompliſhed ſo many famcus Exploits, that be 
was fo; car after firnamed , The Boalt ot England. #032 ng 
ſoner had bee the whols Campe in charge, and abogrv their 
Ships , but hee pzourd the perfed Patterne of an exquiſite 
Sonldicr : ſuch a ons, as all martiall Captaines may learne to 
imitate; fo; bee ſo ciccum ſpealy 0zdered his Captaines, that

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in his Cempe tres newer kyev-re any ba u le 02 mutinte. Ves 
was very cenrtecus and liberal! deirg henctx to all mei act 
ding to their pcſerfs. Ver ſo pc ineſuir, ard with ſuchcaret 
ruced his Wenldiers, thot ati nindent, alwaxes (it it wers 
ne. full) every men by the ſcund of a Dumme oz a Trampet, 
was found in his Charge e: Daarter. And (to be bztefs) hls 
Came tc ſembled ene of che grrateſt Cities iu the wozld, faz 
all kus of cfffcers Fett there fcund in oder: and alſo a great 
numbet of Met thants to farnith tt with all manner of neceſſa- 
tus. M in no caſe permitted any ruvberies, pꝛinate fighting, 
fozce, 03 violence : but with ſeverity puniſhed thoſe that were 
therein found guilty. is dere was, that his Souldicrs 
ſhow. d gloay in ncthing ſo much, as in Matttali pzoweſſs, Uer- 
tug, and wifeyome, Pe encrmoze gane th m thetr pay with- 
oat fraud oz deceipt. Me dovgnred, he pzaiſed, de imbzaced and 
kifed them, and withall kept them in awe and ſabiention : by 
lo dich meancs his fam? ano hend grew ſo renowned, that his 
army deily increaſed moze and nioze; Fog when de rd arri- 
wed vpuu the Cannes of Portingale, grew fo be as 
creat as cucr was rh, when hee conquered the Metten 
weld, and tr matrhicfge pzewelle nothing inferigur vnts his. 
&0 loztpn*'{c vert his pʒetadu ns, that hee made a great part 
of the Pzvrances of Portingale bc olate, not being 
by ati, het ſrepling encry Tewr © 2ud City as bee went, im. 
till ſuch time as the Porriogalc King Had gathered together a 
matus ilous number of Wenldiers, both olds, and of much ex- 
perier ce, by reaſon of the continnall warres that they hay 
with the Dukich nation adiorning necre bite them: But 
when this Portingale King (like an Souldter) ſong 
that no woy de might tell the Engliſh p, noz erpel! them 
hie Countiey, vuleſſe he gane them pꝛeſent battat!e, therefcze 
truting in dis appzoned manhood, and the p:owere of bus 
Souldiers, he (et dis Armpin a teadin and ſo marchev fo; 
ward to meet the Red roſe Knight, any his warlike follotera, 
which at that time had vitchtd his Campe in a large Cham- 
patne Plaine, adiopning nere vnto the City of Liſhborpe, 
whereas both theſe Armtes met: and ſetting them in ozver (as 
it be cams good Captaincs) _ they begannt ( in the bꝛeake of 
1 the 
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the dar) the mot craell and terribleſt Battle that ever was 
heard of, oz taught in that age, conftoering the number of both 
parties, their experience and pollicie, with the baliant conrage 
and pꝛoweſſe of their Captataes. 

In great danger ccatinued this fight , till the un begarme 
fo ſet, with maruetlous lyghtsr on bets ſites ; pet remayned 
che vicozy dowbtfull , declining neither to the Portingales, noz 
eet to the Engliſh : but af laT (thaugh long) the Porringales 
began to faint and fit, mae indeed oppaeũ with the multitue 
thon fo; any feare they recctucd in the £zttle ; ſozthe moſt 
part of them with honaur died manfully in the Fictd, ſome ta- 
ken pziſoners, and the reit fled \o2 their bitte: Gaſcty : but now 
the Portingale King perceiuing his Souldicrs begin to fly, 
with caurags hee ſought to tuithuzaw them from flight, refilted 
in perſon valiantly the futious rage of the enemy : but in that 
enterpaile hee gained ſach and o many knockes, that at laſt ge 
was vnhs;0t, and foz want of t eſque, was fozc'o tg teld himſelſe 


as pziloner ; whole Armie of tte Portiagales 
were dil the vidozy fell fo the EngliGintcn : the 
which being the Red-· roſe Knight with bis Armie 
ontred into the Liſhbocne; where ths common Soul- 


diets were intiched with wealthy ſpoples, and the Kings Hal- 
lace ranſacked by the Red-reſe Knight : where he tue ſuch 
paiſoners as him beit liked, and the ret (live an honour: ble 
Soulvier ) bee (et at liberty, commanding that no bigicrite 
Hould be pacfered any ar. 

After ſetting bis Armin a reavincge, bs matched to- 
wards England, where after ſeme few daes travell, hec arct/ 
ned with all dis Hoaſt in the WeKerne parts of Devonſhire, 
and marching towards London, where againT his comming, 
the Citi ans with the Inhabitants of other villages n&re ad- 
fapning , were that day ſcene in their moſt ſumptuous and rich 
aſtire,cnery one of them endeauozing to place htuaſelfe in ſome 
Gallery a Zlindoww , that the bettet and with mozs eaſe they 
might behold the friumphaut returne of the Red- roſe Kaight. 
All the Churches in London were on tuetę five ſet open, han-s 
ged round about with moſt coſtly furniture : the Ut ets were

And after them came a hun- 
vzed and twenty Kine all white, haning their Yoznes curt- 
oully gilded with Cold, their bodies conered with Uailes, 
( which they accountey moſt ſacred and holy ) bearing alſs 
Garlandz cf flowers epen {heir beads, dztnen by certaing 
young Gentlemen, no ene well-fauonred then gozgeouſty ut. 
tyed. Alter theſe [c.' > ved the Coach of the conquered King 
of Porthgale, with yi awne Armonr lapd therect! openly 
to be ſcene of all men: dis Crowne and royall Gcepter was 
lard in (eemciy ozder bpon dis Armour, After his Coach 
C 2 came 
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came Pziſoners on foote, with his owne naturall Chilzzea, 
being litt iu yaſants : and atter them followed a great tcoope 
of dis Setuants and Officers, as Palters of his Pouchold, 
Decreta ies, Ayers, Controilers, Chamberlalnes, with other 
Oentlemen of bis Court, all in a moſt ſg;rowſful( manner, ſa- 
ing them(ſciues bzonfht into ſuch extremity and ſeruitade, that 
they mocued to compaſſion all (ach as beheld them. Or the 
ing childzen there were two Boyes, and one Girls ; of age 
ſo young and tender,that they had ſmall wnderſtanving of their 
misfoztune and miſery. 

In this triuniph followed the Father his owne Childzen 
(after the vſage of his Caunt tex) clad in blacke monrning gar- 
ments, ſozrewing likewiſe foz his hard misfoztune. Then 
followed ſundzy of his appzoued Friends: which, beholding 
(a that plight their wnhappy Pzince, babs out into teares and 
— bitterly,that thetr e uemies themſe lues grieaed at their 
mithaps. 

After theſe, followed one which carryed certaine p2ecions 
Stones, that had beone p;eſented to the Red role Knight, from

beftares of purple Tiſſue, hauing a Lawzell bough in bis hand, 
and a Crowne of the ſame vpon his head. After vim followep 
bis owne Souldfers,both Foot-men and Hozſc-mea,all march- 
ing in mot decent ozder, armed with rich la nitute holding 
alſo each of them a Lawzell baua in his hand, their Cnfianes , 
and Banners Sculvicr-like diſplayed, ſounding att tall me- 
lody in honour oltheit triumphant Captainc: with m. u ether 
like pzclinents molt ropall and magnificent, . | 

Thus in this gallant ozder marched they to the Kings 
Chappell , where in the p2eſence of the King and his L020s 
(which came to honour and grace their Trinwphs,) <cy gaue 
thaukes to God foz their ſutcesſu l victozp ; aud after ſolemne 
Seruice was ended they departed to King has Court, 
where cuery one, as well Strangers as othcis, were melt roy, 
ally feaſted. 

The Poatiogalc King ſeeing bis kind entert / inment in the 
Englth Court, where he wes vicd moze like a Friend, — an 

emp, 
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Enenle, had ſmall care to returne home, but froliked many a 
day amengſt te Engli:h Leds: whoſe lones vnto frangers be 
eaermoze moſt hongurable. Tut ſo great were the courteſies 
that the noble King Arthur beftgwed vpon the Poatingales, 
who foz their pzoffered diſgraces, requited them liberally with 
bonour ; and not onely ſent them heme ranſamleſſe, but pzomt- 
ſed to lend them ayde and ſuccour from England, if occaſion res 
quired ; o bearing them company to the Sea fide, hee moT 
friendly committed them to the mercy of the winds and waues, / 

which were ſo farourable, that in ſhozt time thep ati incd ſafe in 

their owne Country; where many a day after (hey remembzed I 
the honourable kindnefſe of the Englitſh-men , and canſed ths . 
CThaoatcles of Poztingaie fo recozd the renowne of King Ar- 

chur, and his Kutghts of the Round Table.

he eſpyed agreat ſpacions Citu, in the 
middls wherof Kod a meſt ſumptuous 
Pallace, hauing many high Towers ſtanding in the aire liks 
the Grecia Pyramides, the which de ſuppoſed fo be the Pallacs 
of ſome great Potenfate : therefoze calling te Lancelot (with 
two other Knights) vats him, ho requeſted them to goe vp tn 
to the City, and to enquire of the Countrep, and who was the 
Gouernour thereof ; the which thing they pzomiſed to doe: fs 
arming themſelues (as it was conuenient, being Crangets in

Now while theſe weary Tranellers take pleaſure in be- 
holoing theſe things, the gab Knight cauſco bis Owarfe 
(which was all the ſeruants that har kept) io couer the Table, 
made of Cypzeſle wood, with a fine Damaske table-cloth, ant 
thereon ſet (ſuch delicates as dis caſtle affozded, which was a 
piece of a wild 032, rofted the ſame mozning , with diners o- 
ther ſeruices of Fowles, whereof the Conntry had plentte ; 
Their bzead was made of the Almonds mired with Goa's 
milke (foz no cone grew in this ſople) their Dainke of tho 
wild grape, likewiſe mingled with Goats milks, which is
